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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

1991  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Selectmen  and  departments  and 
committees  of  the  Town.  The  community  has  experienced  some  slow  growth 
during  the  past  year  which  is  expected  to  add  to  the  town's  tax  base 
and  resident  population. 

We  have  completed  our  first  full  year  of  operation  after 
consolidating  the  functions  of  the  Highway,  Cemeteries,  Dams  and  Street 
Lights  into  one  Department  of  Public  Works.   In  the  area  of  Highways, 
the  Whitcomb  Road  re-routing  was  completed  with  the  assistance  of 
Arthur  Whitcomb,  Inc.  Work  began  at  the  Westport  Cemetery  clearing  to 
expand  the  area  available  for  gravesites.  The  Cemetery  Committee  has 
drafted  regulations  for  the  operation  of  the  cemetery  and  will  continue 
to  review  them  throughout  1992.  Consideration  is  also  being  given  to 
continuing  the  combination  of  various  functions  of  departments  to  best 
utilize  resources.  Currently  under  consideration  for  future 
consolidation  is  the  incorporation  of  facilities  maintenance  for  all 
town  owned  properties  under  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

In  1991,  Swanzey  hosted  the  New  Hampshire  State  Firemen's  Annual 
Association  Convention.  The  event  was  a  real  success  enjoyed  by 
participants  and  town  residents.  The  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Swanzey  who  so  graciously 
donated  toward  the  event.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Swanzey  F1re 
Department  for  the  many  hours  of  planning  and  work  necessary  to  make 
the  Convention  place  third  in  attendance  in  the  state. 

The  1992  Town  Budget  which  has  been  proposed  by  the  Selectmen 
reflects  a  decrease  of  approximately  $43,500  from  the  1991  Town 
Budget,  excluding  funding  for  the  Thompson  Bridge  repairs.   Projects 
and  major  purchases  proposed  for  1992  include  acquisition  of  the  Golden 
Rod  Grange  property  on  Route  32  for  the  siting  of  a  fire  station  1n  the 
future;  renovations  to  the  Town  Hall  including  adding  a  handicapped 
ramp,  second  exit  and  upgrading  of  the  bathrooms;  and  the  bonding  of 
the  Thompson  Bridge  repairs. 

In  October  of  1991,  Lt.  Larss  Ogren  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  police  chief,  replacing  Brian  A.  Brown  who  resigned  returning  to  be 
police  chief  in  his  hometown  of  Antrim.  We  wish  Chief  Brown  luck  1n 
Antrim  and  thank  him  for  his  hard  work  establishing  the  town's  full 
time  police  department. 

The  efforts  of  the  many  individuals  who  devoted  their  time  and 
energies  as  volunteers  to  the  committees  and  departments  of  the  town 
are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Selectmen.   It  is  the  participation  of 
these  volunteers  and  other  citizens  of  the  community  which  have  made 
the  Town  successful  in  its  endeavors.

The  Polls  opened  at  4:30  p.m.  and  closed  at  9:00  p.m. 

Town  Meeting  opened  this  year  with  Selectman  Francis  Faulkner,  Jr. 
presenting  an  award  to  Charlie  Hanrahan  for  his  dedication  to  volunteer 
service  to  the  Town  of  Swanzey.  Over  a  period  of  years,  Charlie  has 
served  as  a  volunteer  fireman,  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  Trustee  of  Mt. 
Caesar  Union  Library,  Old  Home  Day  Committee  Member,  250th  Anniversary 
Committee  Member,  Recreation  Committee  Member,  as  well  as  heading  the 
organization  for  the  construction  of  Swanzey 's  museum  which  is  located  on 
Route  10  in  W.  Swanzey. 

Because  of  his  service  to  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  nominated  Charlie  for  a 
Municipal  Volunteer  Award  which  Francis  accepted  on  Charlie's  behalf  from 
Governor  Gregg  during  the  annual  N.H.  Municipal  Association  Convention  in 
November.

Article  1B:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Map: 
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It  was  voted  in  favor  of  adopting  Amendment  #1  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Map  as  follows: 

To  establish  a  Special  Lake  Protection  District  around  Swanzey  Lake 
and  Wilson  Pond  as  shown  on  maps  posted  at  the  Town  Hall  and  polling 
places. 

Comment:  The  purpose  of  this  district  is  to  protect  the  water 
quality  and  slow  down  the  aging  process  of  the  Town's  lakes  and  ponds. 

FIRST:  Section  II  A.  -  add  the  following  paragraph: 

6.  Special  Lake  Protection  District  -  The  Special  Lake  Protection 
District  is  herein  established  as  an  overlay  district.  The  uses 
permitted  in  the  underlying  districts  shall  be  allowed  only  if  they  meet 
the  additional  requirements  set  forth  in  Section  XVIII  of  this  ordinance. 
The  purpose  of  this  district  is  to  protect  the  water  quality  of  the 
Town's  lakes  and  ponds  and  to  slow  down  the  aging  process  of  these  lakes 
and  ponds.  The  Special  Lake  Protection  District  includes: 

a.  Swanzey  Lake  -  all  land  within  1,000  feet  from  the  high  water 
line. 

b.  Wilson  Pond  -  all  land  within  250  feet  from  the  high  water  line 
on  the  east  side  of  the  pond,  and  on  the  west  side  of  the  pond  all  land 
between  the  west  side  of  the  pond  and  Route  32  or  Lake  Street.   (With 
respect  to  Wilson  Pond,  the  inlet  and  outlet  streams  shall  constitute  the 
division  between  the  "east  side"  and  the  "west  side". 

SECOND:  Amend  the  ordinance  by  adding  the  following  new  section: 

SECTION  XVIII 
SPECIAL  LAKE  PROTECTION  DISTRICT 

A.  Uses  permitted.   In  the  Special  Lake  Protection  District  no  buildings 
or  structures  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no  land  shall  be  used 
for  any  purposes  unless  the  use  is  permitted  in  the  underlying  districts 
and  the  use  complies  with  the  following  development  standards: 

1.  No  man-made  buildings  or  structures  shall  be  built,  placed  or 
erected  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water  line  of  the  lake  or  pond. 
Structures  existing  within  125  of  the  high  water  line  upon  the  date  of 
adoption  of  this  ordinance  (non-conforming  uses)  may  be  repaired, 
improved  or  expanded  provided  they  do  not  extend  closer  to  the  high  water 
line.  Additions  to  existing  structures  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water 
line  which  will  extend  closer  to  the  high  water  line  may  be  permitted  by 
special  exception.  Piers,  docks  and  boathouses  (not  for  residential 
occupancy)  may  be  permitted  within  125  of  the  high  water  line. 

2.  No  septic  tanks,  leaching  fields  or  other  sanitary  sewage 
disposal  systems  shall  be  permitted  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water 
1  ine. 
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3.  Sanitary  sewage  disposal  systems  which  are  in  existence  within 
125  feet  of  the  high  water  line  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  ordinance 
may  be  repaired  or  replaced  provided  the  repair  or  replacement  complies 
with  all  state  and  town  regulations. 

4.  Non-conforming  lots  of  record.   Erection  of  single-family, 
residential  structures  may  be  permitted  on  existing  non-conforming  lots 
of  record  by  special  exception  provided  they  meet  the  requirements  for 
special  exception  set  forth  in  Section  VIII  of  this  ordinance  and 
provided  further  that: 

a.  Any  sewage  disposal  system  installed  in  connection  with 
erection  of  a  single-family  residential  structure  on  an  existing  lot  of 
record  shall  not  have  a  leaching  field  within  125  feet  of  the  high  water 
line  and  shall  require  approval  from  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission. 

5.  All  new  construction  within  this  district  including  additions  or 
expansions  of  existing  structures  shall  be  designed  and  carried  out  so 
that  erosion  is  prevented  both  during  and  after  construction  and  there  is 
no  increased  discharge  of  surface  water  into  the  lake  or  pond  and 
siltation  is  prevented. 

6.  No  new  construction  shall  take  place  within  the  Special  Lake 
Protection  District  which  will  result  in  an  aggregate  total  (new  and 
existing)  of  50,000  square  feet  of  impervious  surface  area  (including 
roofs,  parking  lots,  walks,  etc.)  on  any  one  lot  without  a  special 
exception  from  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  a  permit  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission.  Any  project 
which  will  result  in  50,000  square  feet  or  more  of  impervious  surface 
area  on  any  one  lot  within  the  Special  Lake  Protection  District  shall 
comply  with  the  standards  of  RSA  485-A:17. 

B.  Uses  expressly  prohibited  in  the  Special  Lake  Protection  District: 

1.  No  land  shall  be  used  for  manufacturing  uses  including 
industrial  parks. 

2.  No  land  shall  be  used  for  manufactured  housing  parks  as  defined 
in  RSA  205-A.  and  the  Town  of  Swanzey  subdivision  regulations. 

3.  No  land  shall  be  used  for  the  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam, 
crushed  stone,  sand  or  gravel  except  in  conjunction  with  the  erection  of 
a  permitted  structure. 

4.  Salt  storage  yards,  auto  junkyards,  landfills  and  facilities  for 
storage  of  hazardous  wastes  are  prohibited.  No  tanks  for  the  storage  of 
chemicals  or  petroleum  products  shall  be  buried  within  the  Special  Lake 
Protection  District.

Article  1C:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Map: 

It  was  voted  against  the  adoption  of  Amendment  *2  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  and  map  as  follows: 

To  establish  a  Light  Industrial  District  on  approximately  120  acres 
of  land  on  the  east  side  of  Route  10  from  the  Keene  line  south  as  shown 
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on  Maps  posted  at  the  Town  Hall— and  the  polling  places. 

Comment:  The  purpose  of  this  district  is  to  create  an  area  for 
light  industrial  uses  with  a  limited  access  to  Route  10. 

FIRST:  Zoning  map  amendment.  The  Official  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Swanzey  is  hereby  amended  to  include  the  Light  Industrial  District  in  the 
area  between  Route  10  and  Matthews  Road  as  outlined  on  maps  available  at 
Town  Hall  in  Swanzey  Center. 


SECOND:  Section  II  A.  -  add  the  following  paragraph: 

7.   Light  Industrial  District.  The  purpose  of  this  Light  Industrial 
District  is  to  provide  an  area  where  various  light  industrial  and 
accessory  commercial  activities  can  be  conducted  while  still  preserving 
the  natural  beauty  of  the  area  and  limiting  access  to  Route  10. 

THIRD:  Amend  the  ordinance  by  adding  the  following  new  section: 

SECTION  XIX 
LIGHT  INDUSTRIAL  DISTRICT 

A.  Uses  permitted.   In  the  Light  Industrial  district  no  building  or 
premises  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no  land  shall  be  used  for 
any  purposes  except: 

1.  Manufacturing,  assembly,  compounding,  processing/packaging, 
treatment  or  distribution  of  a  product  including  primary  product 
production  from  raw  materials. 

2.  Wholesale,  warehouse  and  storage  facilities. 

3.  Research  and  testing  laboratories  devoted  to  research,  testing, 
design  and  experimentation  with  products  and  processing  and  fabrication 
operations  that  are  accessory  thereto. 

4.  Printing  and  publishing  establishments. 

5.  Educational  activities. 

6.  Professional  and  business  offices. 

7.  Accessory  uses  which  are  clearly  incidental  to  permitted  uses. 

B.  Lot  and  area  requirements.  No  land  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  in 
the  Light  Industrial  District  unless  1t  satisfies  the  following  minimum 
lot  and  area  requirements: 

1.  Minimum  lot  size  -  3  acres 

2.  Minimum  frontage  -  225  feet 

3.  Maximum  percentage  of  lot  covered  by  impermeable  material 
(buildings,  structures  and  parking  areas)  -  25%. 

C.  Special  restrictions.  Only  one  vehicular  entrance  shall  be  permitted 
into  this  district  which  shall  provide  access  only  from  Route  10.  One 
additional  vehicle  entrance  to  Route  10  restricted  to  emergency  vehicles 
only  shall  be  permitted  if  required  by  the  Planning  Board  in  site  plan 
review.  Access  to  all  lots  in  the  Light  Industrial  District  shall  be  via 
the  interior  service  road  or  roads.  The  lots  that  front  on  Route  10 
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shall  not  be  permitted  direct  access  to  Route  10. 

D.  Special  setback  (buffer  strip)  requirements. 

1.  No  buildings  or  structures,  parking  areas,  storage  areas, 
driveways,  fences,  signs,  lighting  fixtures  shall  be  built,  erected  or 
placed  within  the  following  listed  distances  from  the  boundary  lines  of 
each  lot: 

a.  The  required  setback  from  any  residential  district  or  land 
protected  by  conservation  easement  shall  be  150  feet. 

b.  The  required  setback  from  all  other  lot  lines  (front,  rear 
or  side)  shall  be  50  feet. 

2.  With  the  exception  of  one  driveway,  the  buffer  strips  or 
setbacks  shall  either  be  left  in  their  wooded  state  or  landscaped  with 
the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board  in  connection  with  site  plan  review. 
If  the  buffer  strips  are  landscaped,  they  shall  be  maintained  to  insure 
that  they  do  not  become  unsightly  and  detract  from  the  value  of  the  lot 
or  the  neighboring  properties.   Those  portions  of  the  buffer  strips  that 
are  naturally  wooded  need  not  be  maintained  or  landscaped  and  shall 
remain  in  their  natural  state  and  any  clearing  of  such  buffer  strips 
shall  be  prohibited,  except  what  would  be  necessary  for  proper  forest 
management. 

E.  Performance  standards.  No  use  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Light 
Industrial  District  which  would  produce  or  emit  dust,  refuse  matter, 
toxic  or  noxious  gases,  odors  or  fumes,  excessive  noise,  vibration  or 
electrical  interference.  Hazardous  wastes  or  materials  shall  be  stored 
or  permitted  to  remain  on  any  premises  in  this  district  only  in 
accordance  with  federal,  state,  or  local  regulations. 

F.  Outside  storage.  Any  outside  storage  shall  require  visual  screening 
so  that  it  cannot  be  seen  from  public  ways  or  adjacent  residential 
properties.

To  amend  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey  to  extend  the 
Residential  District  in  East  Swanzey  to  South  Road  (  also  known  as  Flat 
Roof  Mill  Road)  from  Route  32  running  east  to  1000  feet  beyond  Mill  Lane. 
Said  Residential  District  would  also  be  extended  2000  feet  to  the  north 
and  south  of  South  Road  as  shown  on  maps  posted  at  the  Town  Hall  and  the 
polling  places. 

Comment:  This  proposed  amendment  is  placed  on  the  warrant  WITHOUT

Article  11:  It  was  voted  in  favor  of  raising  and  appropriating  the  sum 
of  $  115,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  fire  truck,  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $  90,000.00  from  the  capital  reserve  fund  established  for 
the  purchase  of  fire  trucks.  The  balance  of  $  25,000.00  necessary  to 
fund  this  appropriation  will  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  12:  It  was  voted  in  favor  of  amending  the  1986  vote  of  Town 
Meeting,  under  the  provision  of  RSA  154:17,  to  establish  a  Board  of  Fire 
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Engineers  with  its  membership  determined  by  the  Bylaws  of  the  Swanzey 
Fire  Department. 

This  article  eliminates  the  positions  of  Assistant  Chief  and  Deputy 
Chief  (both  currently  vacant)  which  were  established  in  1986  and  allows 
membership  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  to  be  determined  by  the  bylaws 
of  the  members  of  the  Swanzey  Fire  Department.  Currently,  under  those 
bylaws,  the  Board  of  Engineers  is  comprised  of  the  Fire  Chief  and  the 
officers  of  the  three  companies. 

Article  13:  It  was  voted  in  favor  of  accepting  the  sum  of  $87,004.67  in 
Highway  Block  Grant  Aid  provided  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Article  14:  It  was  voted  in  favor  of  raising  and  appropriating  the  sum 
of  $  342,987.00  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  following 
purposes:

"All  non-metal  parts  must  be  removed." 

Amend  Section  2E.  White  Goods  by  adding  the  following: 

"Doors  shall  be  removed  from  all  appliances." 

Amend  Section  2H.  Leaves  &  Clippings  to  read  as  follows: 

"Means  all  lawn  clippings,  green  and  dry  garden  waste,  leaves  and 

manure  which  should  be  placed  in  the  compost  pile." 

Amend  Section  2.  Separation  to  add  the  following: 

N.  Mixed  Paper    Means  junk  mail,  magazines, 

envelopes,  can  labels,  cereal,  cake  mix  and  shoe 
boxes. 

Does  not  include  paint 
or  aerosol  cans.

Article  33:  There  was  no  other  business  to  transact  at  this  meeting  and 
the  motion  was  made  and  seconded  and  vote  was  made  to  adjourn  the 
meeting.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  11:45  P.M. 

At  this  time,  Mrs.  Judith  Lefebvre  stood  and  thanked  Moderator  Stacey 
Cole  for  the  job  he  has  done  for  the  past  25  years  and  how  much  he  has 
been  appreciated.  All  present  gave  Stacey  a  standing  ovation.

Section  III,  S.  Sign  Ordinance:   No 
sign  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  moved  within  the 
Town  of  Swanzey  until  the  landowner  has  obtained  a 
permit.   No  permits  shall  be  issued  unless  the 
Swanzey  Planning  Board  has  approved  the  sign  under 
the  site  plan  review  process  and  unless  the  sign 
meets  the  following  specifications: 

(1)  Freestanding  signs  and 
secondary  signs.   Only  one  freestanding  sign  shall 
be  permitted  per  lot  or  site  frontage,  (i.e.  in  the 
business  zone,  one  sign  for  each  125  feet  of 
frontage)  up  to  a  maximum  of  4  freestanding  signs 
per  site.   If  a  lot  fronts  on  more  than  one  road,  a 
sign  may  be  placed  on  each  road  frontage.   The 
total  sign  face  area  of  the  freestanding  sign  and 
all  secondary  signs  attached  thereto  in  the 
aggregate  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  per 
three  linear  feet  of  street  frontage  where  the  sign 
is  located.   One  secondary  sign  attached  to  a 
freestanding  sign  shall  be  permitted  for  each 
business  on  the  lot.   Nothing  other  than  the  name 
and  the  nature  of  the-  business  shall  be  shown  on 
each  secondary  sign.   The  sign  face  area  of  each 
secondary  sign  shall  not  exceed  20  square  feet. 

(2)  Attached  signs.   In  addition  to 
the  free-standing  sign  with  attached  secondary 
signs,  one  sign  for  each  business  on  any  lot  shall 
be  permitted  provided  it  is  permanently  and 
securely  attached  to  the  primary  business  building. 
The  total  sign  face  area  of  signs  attached  to  the 
primary  business  building  in  the  aggregate  shall 
not  exceed  one  square  foot  for  each  linear  foot  of 
width  of  the  front  of  the  building. 

(3)  Location.   No  freestanding  sign 
shall  be  erected  within  20  feet  from  any  boundary 
line  and  all  such  signs  shall  be  placed  so  as  not 
to  obstruct  the  view  of  traffic. 

(4)  Content.   The  sign  face  of  all 
business  signs  shall  advertise  only  businesses 
conducted  on  the  premises  where  the  sign  is 
located. 

(5)  Off-premises  signs  may  be 
permitted  at  the  entrances  to  commercial  areas  or 
residential  developments  by  special  exception  from 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  if  approved  by 
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the  Planning  Board  through  the  site  plan  review 
process . 

(6)  Lighting.   No  light  shall  be 
used  to  illuminate  any  sign  except  steady  white 
light.   Sign  lighting  shall  be  installed  and 
arranged  so  as  not  to  reflect  or  cause  glare  upon 
abutting  residential  land  or  highways  or  roads. 

(7)  Double  faced  signs  or  corner 
signs  are  permitted  provided  they  comply  with  these 
regulations.   Signs  with  3  or  more  faces  are 

prohi  bi ted . 

(8)  Temporary  and/or  portable  signs 
advertising  businesses  on  the  premises  shall  be 
permitted  for  a  period  of  two  weeks;  thereafter 
such  signs  shall  be  prohibited  unless  they  comply 
with  these  regulations. 

(9)  The  following  temporary 
individual  signs  shall  not  require  a  sign  permit: 

a.  Agricultural  signs  - 
Advertising  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  produce 
raised  on  the  premises. 

b.  Artisan  and  mobile  vendor 
signs  are  permitted  while  such  persons  are 
performing  work,  provided  the  sign  is  removed  upon 
completion  of  work. 

c.  Business  relocation  signs. 
Advertising  the  relocation  of  a  business  to  a  new 
location  -limited  to  90  days. 

d.  Construction  signs  erected 
in  connection  with  any  land  development  shall  be 
removed  within  21  days  after  the  last  structure  is 
completed . 

e.  Political  signs. 
Advertising  for  political  parties  or  candidates 
must  comply  with  RSA  664:17,  as  amended. 

f.  Real  Estate  signs  -  On- 
site  signs  advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of 
residential  or  commercial  property. 

g.  All  signs  required  by  law, 
municipal  signs,  governmental  flags  and  directory 
signs  of  less  than  2  square  feet  which  serve  to 
indicate  the  name  and  address  of  a  person  or  to 
denote  an  entrance  or  exit,  parking  requirement  or 
traffic  direction. 

(10)  The  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  may,  by  special  exception  in  appropriate 
cases,  permit  signs  that  do  not  comply  with  these 
regulations,  if  the  sign  has  received  approval  from 
the  Planning  Board  under  the  site  plan  review 
process  and  meets  other  requirements  of  the  Swanzey 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

(11)  This  section  does  not  apply 
to  signs  legally  existing  as  of  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance. 
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(12)   This  section  does  not  apply 
to  residence  district.   No  signs  are  permitted  in 
the  residence  district  except  as  provided  in 
Section  IV,  B.  1 .  f . 

2.   Amend  Section  XIII,  DEFINITIONS,  by 
deleting  paragraph  T.  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

(1)  Signs  -  General  -  Any 
identification,  description,  illustration  or  devise 
whether  illuminated  or  not  which  is  visible  to  the 
general  public  and  directs  attention  to  a  business, 
product  or  service. 

a.  Business  sign  -  an  on- 
premises  sign  which  directs  attention  to  any 
primary  business,  commodity,  service  or  other 
activity  which  is  sold,  offered  or  conducted  on  the 
premises. 

b.  Corner  sign  -  a  sign 
facing  more  than  one  street  frontage  or  attached  to 
more  than  one  side  of  a  primary  business  building. 

c.  Double  faced  sign  -  a 
freestanding  sign  or  projecting  sign  which  has 
wording,  designs  or  messages  on  both  sides  back-to- 
back. 

d.  Freestanding  sign  - 
permanently  installed  self-supporting  sign  resting 
on  the  ground  or  supported  by  means  of  poles  or 
standards  in  the  ground. 

e.  Secondary  sign  -  any  sign 
attached  to  a  freestanding  sign. 

f.  Off-premises  sign  -  a  sign 
which  pertains  to  a  business  industry  or  activity 
which  is  not  located  on  the  premises  upon  which  the 
sign  is  displayed. 

g.  Sign  face  -  that  portion 
of  the  sign  that  contains  wording  and/or  designs 
which  convey  a  message  or  attact  attention. 

h.   Sign  face  area  -  The  area 
of  sign  faces  enclosed  in  frames  or  cabinets  is 
determined  by  measuring  the  outer  dimensions  of  the 
frame  or  cabinet  surrounding  the  sign  face.   Sign 
face  area  does  not  include  foundations,  supports  or 
other  essential  structures  which  do  not  serve  as  a 
backdrop  or  border  to  the  sign.   Only  one  side  of  a 
double  faced  sign  is  counted.   When  signs  are 
constructed  of  individual  pieces  attached  to  a 
building  wall,  the  sign  face  area  is  determined  by 
a  perimeter  drawn  around  all  the  pieces. 

Comment:  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to 
revise  the  entire  sign  ordinance  to  bring  it  into 
conformance  with  current  practices. 
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Amendment  No.  8.   Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of 
Amendment  #8  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  XIII,  DEFINITIONS,  by  inserting 
the  following  additional  definitions  and 
rearranging  the  section  so  that  all  definitions 
will  appear  in  alphabetical  order: 

(1)  Garage,  private  -  building  for  the  non- 
commercial storage  of  motor  driven  vehicles. 

(2)  Garage,  public  -  a  building  other  than 
a  private  garage  used  for  the  storage  of  motor 
driven  vehicles  for  renumeration . 

(3)  Manufacturing  -  the  act  of  making  goods 
or  articles  from  raw  materials  or  unfinished 
products.   Includes  processing  and  assembling. 

(4)  motor  vehicle  dealership  -  an 
enterprise  which  sells  or  rents  new  or  used  trucks, 
motorcycles,  cars  and  other  motorized  vehicles. 
May  also  include  repair  garages,  paint  shops,  and 
vehicle  body  shop  accessory  to  the  main  use. 

(5)  Repair  garage  -  a  building  or  structure 
or  part  of  any  premise  used  for  making  repairs  and 
adjustments  to  motor  vehicles  including  structural 
changes  or  repairs,  including  work  involving  the 
use  of  machinery. 

(6)  Processing  -  to  prepare  a  product  for 
sale  by  either  a  special  treatment  or  to  change  it 
through  a  series  of  steps,  but  not  the  original 
manufacture  of  a  component. 

(7)  Warehousing  -  inside  or  outside  storage 
of  goods  or  materials  for  future  processing  or 
sale. 

(8)  Wholesaling  -  the  receipt,  storage  and 
sale  of  bulk  goods  for  resale,  including  outside 
storage  of  liquid  fuels. 

Comment:   The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to 
expand  the  list  of  definitions. 

Amendment  No.  9.   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  Amendment  #9  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board 
for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  XIII,  DEFINITIONS,  by  deleting 
paragraphs  N.  and  0.  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

N.   Manufactured  Housing  or  Mobile  Home: 
Any  structure,  transportable  in  one  or  more 
sections,  which,  in  the  traveling  mode,  is  8  body 
feet  or  more  in  width  and  40  body  feet  or  more  in 
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length,  or  when  erected  on  site,  is  320  square  feet 
or  more,  and  which  is  built  on  a  permanent  chassis 
and  designed  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling  with  or 
without  a  permanent  foundation  when  connected  to 
require  utilities,  which  include  plumbing,  heating 
and  electrical  heating  systems  contained  therein. 
Manufactured  housing  as  defined  in  this  section 
shall  not  include  presite  built  housing  as  defined 
in  RSA  674:31-a.   (See  RSA  674:31)   Also  includes 
any  prefabricated  dwelling  unit  which: 

(a)  Is  designed  for  long  term  and 
continuous  residential  occupancy; 

(b)  Is  designed  to  be  moved  on  wheels, 
as  a  whole  or  in  sections;  and 

(c)  On  arrival  on  the  site,  is  complete 
and  ready  for  occupancy,  except  for  incidental 
unpacking,  assembly,  connection  with  utilities,  and 
placing  on  support  or  permanent  structure. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  include 
campers  or  recreation  vehicles  within  the 
definition  of  "manufactured  housing".   (See  RSA 
205-A) 

0.   Manufactured  Housing  Park  or  Mobile  Home 
Park:   Any  parcel  of  land  under  single  or  common 
ownership  or  control  which  contains,  or  is 
designed,  laid  out  or  adapted  to  accommodate  2  or 
more  manufactured  houses.   Nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  premises  used  solely  for 
storage  or  display  of  manufactured  housing.   (See 
RSA  205-A). 

Comment:   The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to 
bring  our  definitions  into  compliance  with  State 
statutes . 

Amendment  No.  10.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  Amendment  #  10  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board 
for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  paragraph  K.  of  Section  VII,  airport 
zoning,  as  follows: 

Section  VII,  K.   Enforcement  and  Remedies: 
Delete  the  word  "twenty"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "one  hundred"  to  provide  an  increase  in 
the  fine  for  violation  of  the  airport  ordinance 
from  twenty  dollars  per  day  to  one  hundred  dollars 
per  day. 

Comment:   The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to 
bring  the  Town  of  Swanzey  Zoning  into  compliance 
with  the  State  statutes. 
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Amendment  No.  11.   Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  Amendment  #  11  as  proposed  by  petition  to  the 
Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To  repeal  Section  VII,  of  the  Swanzey  Zoning 
Ordinance  entitled  "Airport  Zoning": 

Comment:   This  amendment  is  placed  on  the 
warrant  without  Planning  Board  approval.   The 
Planning  Board  feels  that  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  town  to  keep  control  of  the  airport 
at  the  local  level . 

Second  Comment:   The  section  of  the  Swanzey 
Zoning  Ordinance  which  would  be  repealed  by  the 
adoption  of  Amendment  #11  presently  reads  as 
fol lows: 

SECTION  VII 
AIRPORT  ZONING 

A.  PURPOSE 

An  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  regulating 
and  restricting  the  height  of  structures  and 
objects  of  natural  growth  and  otherwise  regulating 
the  use  of  the  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Dill  ant  Hopkins  Airport  by  creating  :     rport 
approach  zones  and  other  restricted  area  and 
establishing  the  boundaries  thereof 

B.  DEFINITIONS 

1.  Airport  -  means  any  area  of  land  or  water, 
whether  constructed  or  not,  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  Director  of  Aeronautics  as  a  site 
of  the  landing  and  taking  off  of  aircraft  or 
utilized  or  to  be  utilized  by  the  public  as  a 
point  of  arrival  or  departure  by  air. 

2.  Approach  Zone  -  means  the  approach  area  to 
the  runway  and  landing  strip  having  dimensions  as 
hereinafter  described  in  Sections  VII,  D  and  VI.  C 
and  the  centerline  of  which  coincides  with  the 
center  line  of  the  runway  and  landing  strip 
extended.   The  dimensions  of  the  landing  strips  at 
the  Di 1 lant-Hokins  Airport  are: 

a.  Runway  2-20,  instrument  runway  6,500' 
by  150';  landing  strip  6,900'  by  1,000'. 

b.  Runway  14-32,  5,500'  by  150';  landing 
strip  5,900'  by  500' . 

3.  Airport  Hazard  -  means  any  structure, 
tree,  smoke,  steam,  dust  or  other  substance  which 
obstructs  the  aerial  approaches  of  public  owned 
airport  or  impairs  the  reasonable  visibility  in  the 
vicinity  thereof,  electrical  impulses  and 
disturbances  which  interfere  with  radio  aids  or 
communications  and  lights  which  might  result  in 
glare  in  vision  of  pilots  or  aircraft  or  be 
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confused  with  airport  lights. 

4.  Nonconforming  Use  -  means  any  structure, 
tree,  or  use  of  land  which  does  not  conform  to  a 
regulation  prescribed  in  this  ordinance  or  any 
amendment  thereto  as  of  the  effective  date  of  such 
regul ations . 

5.  Person  -  means  any  individual,  firm,  co- 
partnership, corporation,  company,  association, 
joint  stock  association  or  body  politic,  and 
includes  any  trustee,  receiver,  assigned,  or  other 
similar  representative  thereof. 

6.  Structure  -  means  any  object  constructed 
or  installed  by  man,  including  such  objects 
although  regulated  or  licensed  by  other  provisions 
of  law. 

7.  Tree  -  means  any  object  of  natural  growth. 

C.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Ordinance,  all  of  the  land  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  approach  areas  as  described  in  Section  VII,  D 
as  shown  on  the  Dillant  Hopkins  Approach  Plan  dated 
November  18,  1981,  which  is  attached  hereto  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  is  hereby  declared  subject  to 
the  restrictions  of  this  Ordinance. 

D.  Height 

1.   Height  Limits:   No  structure  or  tree  which 
shall  be  an  "Airport  Hazard"  as  described  in 
Section  VII,  B,  3  shall  be  erected,  altered,  or 
allowed  to  grow  within  the  areas  described  in 
Section  VI,  C   hereof,  to  wit: 

a.  In  the  approach  areas  to  runway  2-20 
which  are  1,000'  wide  at  a  point  200'  from  the  end 
of  the  pavement  and  4,000'  wide  at  10,200'  from 
the  end  of  the  pavement,  above  an  inclined  plane 
of  50:1  slope  and  for  an  additional  40,000'  at 
which  point  it  is  16,000'  wide,  above  an  incline 
plane  of  a  40:1  slope. 

b.  In  the  approach  areas  to  runway  14-32 
which  are  500'  wide  at  a  point  200'  from  the  end  of 
the  pavement  and  2,500'  wide  a  point  10,200'  from 
the  end  of  the  pavement,  above  an  inclined  plane  of 
40 : 1  slope. 

c.  637'  above  sea  level  within  the 
horizontal  surface,  which  is  a  plane  150'  above  the 
established  airport  elevations.   This  plane  is  an 
ellipse  formed  by  connecting  the  ends  of  two 
semicircles  having  a  radii  of  10,000'  from  points 
located  200'  beyond  the  ends  of  pavement  on 
centerline  extended  at  each  end  of  runway  2-20. 

d.  On  the  sides  of  the  landing  strips  and 
approach  areas,  above  an  inclined  plan  of  7:1 
slope. 

e.  Within  the  conical  surface,  which  is  an 
inclined  plane  sloping  upward  at  a  20:1  ratio 
extending  4,000'  outward  from  the  horizontal 
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surface. 

2.   Height  Permitted:   No  provision  of  Section 
VII,  D,  1  shall  limit  the  height  of  a  structure  or 
tree  to  less  than  30'  above  ground  upon  which  it  is 
located . 

E.  USE  RESTRICTIONS 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance,  no  use  may  be  made  of  the  land 
described  in  Section  VII,  C   hereof  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  create  electrical  interference  with 
radio  aids  or  communications  between  the  airport 
and  aircraft,  make  it  difficult  for  fliers  to 
distinguish  between  airport  lights  and  others, 
result  in  glare  in  the  eyes  of  the  fliers  using  the 
airport,  impair  visibility  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
airport  by  the  creation  and  discharge  of  smoke, 
steam,  just  or  other  obstructions  to  visibility  or 
otherwise  endanger  the  landing,  taking  off  or 
maneuvering  of  aircraft. 

F.  NONCONFORMING  USES 

The  regulation  prescribed  in  Section  VII,  D  & 
VII,  C  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to 
require  the  removal,  lowering  or  other  change  or 
alteration  of  any  structure  or  tree  not  conforming 
to  the  regulation  as  of  the  effective  date  hereon, 
or  otherwise  interfere  with  the  continuance  of  any 
nonconforming  use.   Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
require  any  change  in  construction  alteration,  or 
intended  use  of  any  structure   the  construction  or 
alteration  of  which  was  begun  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  is  diligently 
prosecuted  and  completed  within  two  years  thereof. 

G.  VARIANCES 

A  person  desiring  to  erect  any  structure  or 
increase  the  height  of  any  structure,  or  permit  the 
growth  of  any  tree,  or  use  his  property,  not  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed  in  this 
ordinance,  may  apply  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  a  variance  herefrom  and  any  person 
dissatisfied  with  the  denial  of  a  permit  by  the 
Airport  Manager  as  provided  in  Sections  VII,  H,  1 
and  VII,  H,  2  may  appeal  to  said  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  a  variance  and  the  issuance  of  a 
permit.   Such  variance  or  permits  shall  be  allowed 
where  a  literal  application  or  enforcement  of  the 
regulations  would  result  in  practical  difficulty  or 
unnecessary  hardship  and  the  relief  granted  would 
not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest  but  do 
substantial  justice  and  be  in  accordance  with  the 
spirit  of  this  ordinance. 
H.   PERMITS 

1.   Future  uses.   No  material  change  in 
violation  of  Section  VII,  D,  and  VII,  E  hereof 
shall  be  made  in  the  use  of  land  and  no  structure 
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or  tree  shall  be  erected,  altered,  planted  or 
otherwise  established  in  violation  of  Section  VII, 
C  hereof  unless  a  permit  therefor  shall  have  been 
applied  for  and  granted  by  the  Airport  Manager. 
Such  application  shall  indicate  the  purpose  for 
which  the  permit  is  desired  with  sufficient 
particularity  to  permit  it  to  be  determined  whether 
the  resulting  use,  structure,  or  tree  would  conform 
to  the  regulation  herein  prescribed.   If  such  a 
determination  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  permit 
applied  for  shall  be  granted. 

2.   Existing  uses.   Before  any  existing  use, 
structure  or  tree  may  be  replaced,  substantially 
altered,  repaired,  or  rebuilt,  allowed  to  grow 
higher,  or  replanted,  so  as  to  be  an  "Airport 
Hazard"  as  herein  defined,  within  any  of  the  areas 
of  land  described  in  Section  VII,  C  hereof,  a 
permit  must  be  secured  from  the  Airport  Manager 
authorizing  such  replacement,  change  or  repair  if 
it  is  in  violation  of  Section  VII,  D  and  VII,  E 
hereof.   No  permit  shall  be  granted  that  would 
allow  the  establishment  or  creation  of  a  "Airport 
Hazard"  or  permit  a  non-conforming  use,  structure 
or  tree  to  be  made  or  become  higher,  or  become  a 
greater  hazard  to  air  navigation,  than  it  was  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  ordinance  or  than  it  is 
when  the  application  for  a  permit  for  replacement, 
change,  repair  of  existing  use,  structure,  or  tree 
shall  be  granted. 
I.   HAZARD  MARKING  AND  LIGHTING 

Any  permit  or  variance  granted  under  Section 
VII,  G  or  VII,  H  may,  if  such  action  is  deemed 
advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  and  reasonable  in  the  circumstances,  be 
so  conditioned  as  to  require  the  owner  of  the 
structure  or  tree  in  question  to  permit  the  City  of 
Keene  at  its  own  expense,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
indicate  to  the  fliers  the  presence  of  an  "Airport 
Hazard."  If  such  a  variance  of  permit  is  denied, 
such  denial  may  be  so  conditioned  as  to  require  the 
owner  to  permit  the  City  of  Keene,  at  its  own 
expense,  to  remove  the  structure  or  tree  in 
question  after  first  paying  reasonable  compensation 
to  said  owner  for  such  structure  or  tree. 
J.   SEVERABILITY 

If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  or 
the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or 
circumstances  is  held  invalid,  such  invalidity 
shall  not  affect  the  provisions  or  applications  of 
this  amendment  which  can  be  given  effect  without 
the  invalid  provisions  or  application,  and  to  this 
end  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  are  declared 
to  be  severable. 
K.  ENFORCEMENT  AND  REMEDIES 
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Each  violation  of  these  regulations  shall 
constitute  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  or 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  sixty  days  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  and  each  day  the 
violation  continues  to  exist  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense.   In  addition,  the  Town  of  Swanzey 
or  the  New  Hampshire  Director  of  Aeronautics  may 
institute  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  an 
action  to  prevent,  restrain,  correct  or  abate  any 
violation  of  these  regulations,  or  of  any  order  or 
ruling  made  in  connection  with  their  administration 
or  enforcement  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
RSA  424:9. 
L.  ZONE  MAP 

A  copy  of  said  airport  approach  map  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of 
Swanzey . 

Article  5:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  500,000.00  for  the 
twofold  purpose  of  (1)  preparing  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  repair  and  restoration  of 
the  Thompson  Bridge,  and  (2)  implementing  said 
plans  and  specifications;  and  authorize  the 
issuance  of  not  more  than  $  500,000.00  of  bonds  or 
notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to 
authorize  Town  Officials  to  issue  and  negotiate 
such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  actions  as 
may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance, 
negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town 
of  Swanzey,  and  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  accept 
and  expend  such  monies  as  become  available  from  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  or  other  source,  or  take  any 
action  thereon.   (2/3  Ballot  Vote  Required) 

Article  6:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  legacies  and 
gifts  given  to  the  Town  in  trust  or  otherwise  by 
any  individual  or  group  of  individuals,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  7:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer  to  borrow 
such  sums  of  money  as  necessary  to  defray  Town 
Expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  8:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed.   Such 
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conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public 
auction,  or  the  property  may  be  sold  by  advertised 
sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as 
justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA  80,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Article  9:   To  see  if  the  voters  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and 
expend  without  further  action  by  Town  Meeting, 
money  from  state,  federal  or  other  governmental 
unit  or  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  year  as  noted  in  RSA  31,  as  amended,  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  10:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  the 
dedication  of  any  street  shown  on  a  subdivision 
plat  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  provided  that 
such  street  has  been  constructed  to  applicable  town 
specifications  as  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  or  their  agent,  or  take  any  action 
thereon . 

Article  11:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 

and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  264,102.05  for  the 

purposes  of  General  Government: 

Town  Officers  Salaries  $  160,200.00 

Town  Officers  Expenses  37,345.00 

Elections  7,000.00 

Governmental  Buildings  23,900.00 

Reappraisal  of  Property  9,500.00 

Planning  and  Zoning  2,400.00

State  &  Regional  Associations        1,907.05 

or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  12:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  a  deed  to  the 
Town  of  Swanzey  from  the  Monadnock  Regional  School 
District  to  acquire  additional  land  or  an  easement 
from  the  district  to  allow  for  the  installation  of 
a  new  leach  field  and  future  parking  area  to  the 
east  of  the  present  Town  Hall  and  Mt.  Caesar  Union 
Library  lots,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  13:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  2,200.00  for  plans 
prepared  to  renovate  and  expand  the  Town  Hal  1 
adding  a  second  exit  to  the  building  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $2,200.00  from  the  capital 
reserve  fund  established  for  Town  Hall  Expansion, 
or  take  action  thereon.

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1991,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  January  24, 
1992. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Swan- 
zey, New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991,  we  considered  its  internal  control 
structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  struc- 
ture. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and 
judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  struc- 
ture are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are 
safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  execut- 
ed in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  prepa- 
ration of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to 
future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes 
in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  polices  and  procedures 
may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  struc- 
ture policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories. 

Budget 

Cash  and  investments 

Revenue  and  receivables 

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
Debt  and  debt  service  expenditures 

For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessed  control  risk.

A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  the  specific 
internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors 
or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  to  the  financial  statement  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their 
assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  conditions  that  are  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believe 
constitutes  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  restriction 
is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record. 
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SWANZEY  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1991  has  brought  many  changes  to  the  Police  Department  not  only 
in  activity,  but  in  personnel  as  well.  In  July  we  temporarily 
suspended  the  midnight  patrol  due  to  limitations  in  manpower  and  some 
of  the  other  nice-to-have  services  have  been  reduced.  However,  all 
formal  services  have  been  maintained  at  top  level  for  the  community. 

The  departure  of  the  town's  first  full  time  police  chief,  Brian 
Brown,  has  impacted  on  all  that  knew  or  dealt  with  him,  and  we 
certainly  thank  him  for  all  that  he  had  accomplished  during  his 
tenure,  and  wish  him  well  in  his  new  position. 

1992  comes  upon  all  of  us  as  a  time  of  uncertainty.  The 
repercussions  stemming  from  the  current  state  of  the  economy  cause 
growing  concerns  for  all.  We  are  seeing  a  trend  in  which  the  State 
and  Federal  Governments  are  placing  more  and  more  responsibilities  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  communities.  These  actions  have  directly 
affected  the  operations  of  our  department  through  additional 
requirements  in  training,  services,  and  assistance  to  other  agencies. 
This  is  compounded  by  the  constant  increase  in  the  Calls  for  Service 
and  investigative  requirements  we  receive. 

We  have  met  this  challenge  head  on,  and  are  effectively  dealing 
with  it  within  our  capabilities.  We  look  forward  to  providing  the 
services  our  community  requests  and  requires  with  great  enthusiasm, 
dedication,  and  sense  of  commitment.

We  hope  that  everyone  will  take  the 
opportunity  to  view  the  new  truck  at  Town  Meeting 
as  it  will  be  on  display. 

The  year  as  a  whole  has  been  very  quiet  on  the 
fire  front.   The  year  blessed  us  with  only  one 
building  fire  and  several  miscellaneous  calls.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Winter  1991  followed  the  same  pattern  as  the  last  few  years,  with 
little  snow,  and  too  much  rain.  We  hooked  the  snowplows  only  four 
times,  but  had  to  spread  a  lot  of  salt  and  sand.  With  the  lack  of 
snow,  we  were  able  to  spend  some  time  clearing  the  wooded  section  of 
Westport  Cemetery.  This  got  the  expansion  of  this  cemetery  started, 
and  generated  a  little  income  from  the  sale  of  the  timber  cut.  We 
need  to  continue  and  stump,  grade,  and  survey  the  area  before  it  can 
be  utilized. 

Spring  brought  rutted  and  muddy  roads  which  required  considerable 
gravel  and  grading.  We  cut  numerous  large  trees,  which  could  have 
caused  problems  during  a  wind  storm,  utilizing  Keene  Tree  Service  and 
Merrill  Tree  Service.  Still,  we  were  out  a  few  times,  always  after 
hours,  to  clean  up  downed  trees  that  were  not  expected  to  come  down. 

Our  big  project  for  1991  was  constructing  the  new  Whitcomb  Road 
extension.  By  April  1st,  M.  Goodell  Logging  was  clear  cutting  the 
right  of  way  area,  and  soon  after,  Tilcon-Whitcomb  began  the  stumping 
and  grubbing  operation.  Swanzey  Highway  Department  Installed  the 
necessary  culverts  and  headwalls  and  Whitcomb  Corporation  hauled  in 
many  cubic  yards  of  fill  to  bring  the  road  up  to  subgrade.  They  also 
assisted  in  gravel  grade  material,  and  sooner  than  expected,  we  had  a 
finish  crushed  gravel  grade  ready  to  be  chip  sealed.  Springfield 
Fence  Co.,  showed  us  how  to  install  guard  rail,  and  as  usual  All  State 
Asphalt  Co.,  did  a  fine  job  sealing  the  road,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  very  competent  Swanzey  Highway  Department  personnel.  Gary  Davis' 
Gar-Wal  Company  hydro-seeded  the  slopes  and  ditch  lines.  It  was  with 
the  dedicated  help  of  all  the  aforementioned  companies  and  personnel 
that  we  constructed  what  I  believe  to  be  a  very  good  road,  and  did  so 
with  enough  budget  money  to  spare,  that  we  will  reseal  it  in  the 
summer  of  1992.  Whitcomb  Road  is  a  definite  asset  to  traffic  and 
services  between  the  East  and  North  sections  of  Town  and  should  reduce 
traffic  on  Carlton  Bridge. 

Cobble  Hill  Road  and  West  Street  were  shim  paved  and  chip  sealed, 
as  they  were  in  dire  need  of  it.  As  usual,  our  gravel  roads  were 
ditched,  graveled  and  graded,  some  more  than  others,  and  a  first  for 
me  was  the  use  of  liquid  Calcium  Chloride  for  dust  control  and 
compaction  on  Winch  Hill  and  Causeway  Road.  This  proved  to  be  a  good 
move,  as  these  roads  remained  in  good  order  and  maintenance  free  for 
the  rest  of  the  season.  We  ditched  and  shouldered  many  roads,  and 
even  got  the  State  Highway  DOT  to  do  the  same  to  Homestead  Avenue  and 
Swanzey  Lake  Road.  We  replaced  several  culverts  and  installed  new 
catch  basins  on  Centerview  Drive  and  Carlton  Road,  and  requested  the 
developer  of  Stonefield  Lane  to  improve  the  drainage  there,  as  was 
accomplished. 

It  was  a  great  year  for  brush  to  grow,  and  we  spent  a  lot  of  time 
cutting  the  same.  The  old  cemetery  on  Lake  Street,  North  Swanzey,  was 
cleared  and  cleaned  up.  General  Cemetery  maintenance  was  accomplished 
well  within  the  budget,  and  a  number  of  monuments  were  also  repaired. 
The  old  hearse  houses  were  repaired  and  painted,  and  the  damaged  Oak 
Hill  Cemetery  sign  foundation  piers  replaced.  The  sign  should  be  1n 
place  by  Memorial  Day.

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RECYCLING  CENTER 

Your  Recycling  Center  has  seen  another  year  of 
growth  thanks  to  your  support.   We  are  recycling 
600  tons/yr  while  non-recycled  waste  has  decreased 
by  well  over  100  tons.   We  are  now  recycling  37%  of 
material  coming  through  the  gate;  which  equates  to 
an  approximate  $20,000  annual  savings  to  the  town. 

The  markets  for  recyclables  are  still  very 
poor  due  to  economic  conditions  but  we  are 
fortunate  to  still  have  good  outlets  for  our 
products.   Changes  in  markets  will  sometimes  force 
us  to  change  our  recycling  requirements  -  such  as 
no  colored  flyers  in  the  newsprint.   We  will  try  to 
keep  such  changes  to  a  minimum,  however. 

Looking  to  1992,  we  hope  to  be  again  accepting 
cereal,  cookie,  shoeboxes  (chip-board  paper),  and 
hopefully  markets  will  be  created  for  additional 
grades  of  plastics.   We  have  purchased  a  new  baler 
to  back  up  the  old  one  which  is  on  its  last  legs. 
We  will  also  be  purchasing  a  box  trailer  which  will 
give  us  more  flexibility  in  the  recycled  paper 
market.

A  total  of  91  permits  were  issued  in  1991,  a  decrease  of  16  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  The  total  value  of  construction  decreased  50%.  The  average 
cost  of  a  new  residence  increased  from  approximately  $94,000.  to  $100,700. 

The  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  now  in  effect  requires  that  a  building  permit  be 
obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector  prior  to  the  start  of  construction  or 
alteration  of  any  building  or  start  of  construction  of  any  permanently 
installed  swimming  pool. 

Plans  for  any  construction  involving  a  non- residential  use  or  multifamily 
dwelling  units  must  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and  approval 
prior  to  application  for  a  building  permit  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Section  XVI  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Development  of  any  land  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  is  prohibited  except  by 
special  exception  from  the  Swanzey  Board  of  Adjustment  and  approval  by  the 
Building  Inspector  1n  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  XVII  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Swanzey  Conservation  Commission  is 
comprised  of  six  members  and  one  alternate.   The 
purpose  of  the  Commission  is  the  protection  and 
development  of  our  natural  resources  and  protection 
of  our  watershed  resources. 

Our  board  has  worked  closely  with  local,  county 
and  state  officials  in  promoting  and  protecting  our 
natural  resources.   We  have  worked  with  the  town 
health  officer,  checking  for  sewage  point  sources 
along  the  Ashuelot  in  West  Swanzey.   Working  with 
specialists,  we  have  developed  a  map  of  areas  in 
Swanzey  susceptible  to  water  pollution.   The 
Commission,  along  with  the  Land  Conservation 
Investment  Program  (LCIP),  has  had  Forest 
Management  Plans  drawn  up  for  the  Mount  Cresson 
property,  covering  land  usage  and  tree  harvesting. 
We  have  formally  recommended  that  the  Ashuelot 
River  be  placed  in  the  River  Protection  Program. 
This  will  protect  the  river  from  landfill 
encroachment  and  protect  the  stream  flow.   We  have 
also  set  up  a  timetable  to  walk  the  town  managed 
properties  on  a  regular  basis.   Finally,  we  have 
continued  to  sponsor  Swanzey  students  for  a  week- 
long  conservation  camp. 

We  continue  with  our  regular  task  of  reviewing 
all  dredge  and  fill  permits,  working  as  consultants 
to  the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment  with 
environmental  issues  surrounding  development.   The 
Ashuelot  River  remains  a  focus  for  protection  and 
enhancement  as  a  resource  for  Swanzey  residents. 

As  open  areas  and  wetlands  become  subject  to 
changes,  we  hope  to  provide  input  and  planning  to 
maintain  them  at  their  best  potential  in  light  of 
resource  management.  With  this  has  come  an 
increased  awareness  of  Swanzey's  interrelation  to 
the  region,  especially  in  terms  of  water  resources.

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LAND  CONSERVATION  INVESTMENT  PROGRAM  TASK  FORCE 

The  LCIP  Task  Force  completed  its  work  last 
year  with  the  acquisition  of  conservation 
properties  and  easements  at  four  locations  in  the 
town  (See  1990  Town  Report  for  details).   Formal 
closing  on  the  transaction  took  place  at  the 
Cheshire  County  Registry  of  Deeds  on  April  26, 
1990,  with  Town  selectmen,  NH  state  LCIP  officers, 
and  legal  representatives  present. 

The  Swanzey  Task  Force  has  decided  to  remain 
active,  however,  at  least  through  1993,  in  order  to 
conduct  "baseline  documentation"  of  the  sites 
(recording  the  natural  and  cultural  features  of 
each  at  the  outset  of  their  designation  as 
conservation  land),  to  help  with  implementation  of 
a  management  plan,  and  to  assist  with  monitoring 
and  management  of  the  sites.   The  Swanzey 
Conservation  Commission  endorsed  this  arrangement 
at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  committees  on 
September  10,  1 991 . 

Accordingly,  the  Task  Force  has  commissioned 
a  management  plan,  obtained  aerial  and  ground 
photographs  of  the  sites,  and  explored  the 
properties  more  than  ten  times  compiling  an 
inventory  of  site  features.   We  also  propose  a 
warrant  article  which  dedicates  any  forthcoming 
revenues  for  conservation-management  purposes. 

We  would  welcome  additional  members  to  help 
with  our  field-management  activities;  and  we  remain 
ready  to  discuss  land  conservation  with  any 
property  owners  who  may  wish  to  explore  options  in 
protecting  their  land.

The  welcome  mat  is  out  at  the  Mt.  Caesar  Union 
Library,  Swanzey  Center,  especially  for  those  who 
have  not  visited  the  library  since  the  new  addition 
has  been  completed  and  the  older  part  of  the 
library  refurbished.   This  past  year  8796  persons 
have  been  in  to  borrow  14,520  books,  931  magazines, 
294  puzzles,  252  easy-to-read  books  with  cassettes, 
plus  audio  cassettes  for  adults,  records,  pamphlets 
and  videos. 

Classes  from  the  Mt.  Caesar  School  visit 
regularly  with  each  child  borrowing  a  book  to  be 
used  in  the  classroom.   56  children  were  enrolled 
in  the  "Some  Enchanted"  Summer  Reading  Program 
ending  with  an  Ice  Cream  Party  in  August.   Magic, 
Music  and  Clowning  provided  the  fun  for  the  three 
Family  Nights  during  the  summer  and  was  paid  for 
with  funds  raised  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 
That  group  also  made  it  possible  to  purchase 
comfortable  chairs  for  the  reading  areas  as  well  as 
the  purchase  of  a  revolving  carousel  to  shelve  the 
collection  of  paperbacks.   The  halls  and  stairway 
have  been  refinished  with  funds  from  the  Friends. 
Several  individuals,  including  the  Swanzey  Lions 
Club,  volunteered  many  hours  of  work  to  repair, 
paint,  install  and  build  shelving,  and  do 
maintenace  work.   A  disability  entrance  has  been 
completed  and  is  being  used  for  those  who  have 
difficulty  with  steps.

The  actual  cost  of  all  services  provided  in  1991  with  all  funding 
sources  is  projected  to  be  $227,359.70. 

The  total  cost  of  services  provided  for  a  partial  fee,  or  at  no  charge 
to  residents  in  Swanzey  1s  projected  to  be  $14,260.72  for  home  care 
and  $4,152.00  for  the  meals-on-wheels. 

For  1992,  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $20,000.00  to  continue  home 
care  services  at  the  current  level.  We  also  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $3,622.00  for  the  Meals-On-Wheels.

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SWANZEY  MUSEUM 

Once  again  the  Swanzey  Museum  had  a  busy  year.  Attendance  did 
drop  slightly  but  we  welcomed  1,300  visitors  and  now  have  local 
visitors  from  over  one  hundred  New  Hampshire  communities,  plus  the 
addition  of  Japan  to  our  list  of  foreign  countries. 

Our  Outreach  Program  has  done  well.   First,  we  are  trying  to  work 
with  groups  in  our  town  by  assisting  them  whenever  possible.  Our 
facility  was  loaned  to  the  Cobble  Hill  Pines  Tenant  Association  for  a 
meeting  and  we  opened  at  special  times  for  the  Scouts,  Pilgrim  Pines 
and  Golden  Rod  Grange.  We  furnished  background  information  for  two 
Sentinel  reporters  doing  research  at  Old  Homestead  time,  supplied 
Yankee  with  pictures  for  their  '92  calendar,  continued  to  sell  mugs 
for  the  Old  Homestead,  assisted  Swanzey  Center  Church  by  displaying 
their  famous  quilt  and  selling  raffle  tickets  for  them.   For  the 
second  year  we  have  placed  a  special  display  at  Stratton  Free  Library, 
and  now  are  working  with  Community  Church  helping  to  gather 
information  for  their  200th  anniversary  in  1992. 

Second,  is  our  publicity.  We  have  had  ads  in  the  local  papers, 
and  periodicals  throughout  the  state,  used  the  Community  Bulletin 
Board  on  television  to  publicize  our  exhibits  and  special  events, 
published  reports  in  Covered  Bridge  and  distributed  more  posters  and 
brochures,  including  a  new  one  on  local  covered  bridges. 

Third,  is  attending  seminars  and  program.  Some  have  been  held  in 
Peterborough,  others  in  Concord.  These  meetings  enable  us  to  keep  in 
touch  with  other  museums  in  the  state.  We  have  registered  with  the 
State  Historical  Society  the  items  that  we  feel  are  the  most  important 
to  our  Museum. 

Fourth,  we  are  trying  to  collect  NOW  items  that  will  be 
tomorrow's  treasures.  We  are  working  on  a  scrapbook  which  will 
contain  advertising,  business  cards,  letter  heads  -  from  businesses 
past  or  present,  and  trying  to  finish  a  400  slot  post  card  album. 
Taped  interviews  have  been  started  and  we  are  most  anxious  to  gather 
stories,  information  on  businesses,  general  history,  etc.  for  future 
researchers. 

There  were  ever  changing  exhibits  -  Around  The  World  featured 
items  from  several  countries,  Pam  and  Chris  Russell  presented  one  for 
the  children  with  Snoopy  memorabilia,  another  on  Halloween,  and  a 
third  on  ordinary  household  items  and  how  they  are  packaged  in  other 
countries.  In  July,  a  special  Old  Homestead  exhibit  was  presented  to 
honor  the  Swanzey  Players  50th  anniversary  and  we  thank  the 
Antiquarian  Society,  the  Stratton  Free  Library  and  George  and  Shirley 
Hanna  for  their  assistance.  During  the  Firemen's  Convention  there  was 
also  a  special  display,  plus  Indian  artifacts,  school  momentos,  Items 
from  the  store  of  J.O.  Howard,  clothing,  the  silver  bowl  awarded  to 
Old  Homestead  Garden  Club,  friendship  quilt,  letters  written  by  Eliza 
Ballou  Garfield,  mother  of  the  late  president,  and  a  pictorial  display 
of  events  and  displays  at  the  museum  from  past  years. 
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Two  programs  were  presented  to  the  public.   One  on  old  time  music, 
(circa  1900)  with  records  made  by  Cal  Stewart,  who  says  he  was  a 
stand-in  for  Denman  Thompson.   Later,  Dunbar's  gave  a  demonstration  on 
flower  arranging.  They  also  prepared  several  arrangements  that  have 
been  used  at  the  museum  this  year. 

Volunteers  have  staffed  the  museum  and  also  built  shelves  in  our 
storage  area. 

Plans  for  next  year  include  several  new  exhibits,  and  the 
dedication  of  our  bell  tower.  We  are  corresponding  with  the  Henry  Ford 
Museum  about  the  loan  of  musical  instruments  made  by  John  Franklin 
Stratton. 

The  fund  raising  drive  was  a  success  and  again  we  thank  each  and 
everyone  who  has  so  graciously  helped  us  this  year. 

Special  thanks  to  all  the  loyal  volunteers  who  staffed  our  Museum 
from  May  30th  until  the  end  of  October,  7  days  a  week;  to  Jeff  Hurt 
who  kept  us  plowed  out  during  the  winter;  to  Gar-Wal  Lawn  Service  who 
did  our  fall  grounds  clean  up  and  to  the  Brown  Memorial  Field 
Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  1991  BRIDGE  COMMITTEE 

The  Bridge  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  after  the  closure 
of  the  Thompson  Bridge  in  1990.  The  charge  of  the  Committee  was  the 
development  of  a  long  range  plan  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all 
bridges  in  Swanzey,  with  a  special  focus  on  the  town's  three  covered 
bridges.  The  committee  from  the  beginning  shared  a  consensus  that  the 
covered  bridges  represent  a  unique  functional,  as  well  as  historic 
link  between  the  communities  collectively  known  as  Swanzey,  and 
therefore  should  be  preserved. 

In  1991  we  found  ourselves  challenged  by  the  fact  that  these  wonderful 
antique  bridges  which  represent  some  of  the  largest  timber  frame 
structures  in  existence,  are  all  in  need  of  substantial  repair.  The 
committee  has  invested  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  education  of  its 
members  to  the  complexity  of  the  problems  these  particular  bridges 
represent.  We  have  learned  through  numerous  meetings  with  contractors 
and  engineering  companies,  that  restoration  is  more  expensive  than  new 
construction,  and  that  the  cost  of  engineering  support  and  skilled 
labor  are  the  significant  cost  components  in  bringing  covered  bridges 
back  to  1 ife. 

Engineering  support  is  necessary  to  analyze  the  bridge  deficiencies, 
develop  repair  drawings,  select  a  general  contractor,  obtain  state  and 
federal  permits,  oversee  work  in  progress  and  insure  that  the  repairs 
meet  the  requirements  of  all  regulatory  agencies.  Skilled  labor  would 
consist  of  a  general  contractor  with  a  two  or  three  man  crew,  who 
under  the  guidance  of  the  engineer,  will  repair  individual  bridge 
components,  using  the  original  members  as  templates  to  manufacture  the 
replacement  members.  This  process  will  take  several  months  of 
continuous  work.  There  are  some  tasks  which  could  be  accomplished  by 
volunteer  labor,  but  due  to  the  complexity  of  the  restoration,  timing 
and  liability  issues,  the  true  saving  of  such  a  work  force  will  be 
1 imited. 

It  i_s  important  to  note  at  this  juncture,  that  a  restoration  of  a 
covered  bridge,  properly  engineered,  addressing  al 1  structural 
deficiencies  and  completed  by  component  craftsman,  wi 11  result  in  a 
bridge  capable  of  enduring  1 ights  loads  up  to  50  years  before 
substantial  repairs  should  be  needed,  which  rivals  the  1 ife  span  of 
steel  and  concrete  bridges. 

Our  activities  for  1991,  culminated  with  discussions  concerning  a 
preliminary  engineering  report  on  the  Thompson  Bridge.  This  report 
was  under  taken  by  Rist-Frost  Associates  of  Laconia  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  to  determine  the  actual  condition  of, 
and  estimated  repair  costs  for  the  bridge,  (a  copy  of  the  report  is 
attached).  The  committee  will  schedule  a  public  hearing  in  early  1992 
to  review  the  findings  of  this  report  and  to  recommend  that  the  repair 
of  this  bridge  be  considered  by  the  Town  of  Swanzey.

MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING

of  posting  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Barry  Yardley,  it  was 
voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
annual  meeting,  held  on  March  20,  1990,  copies  of  the  same  having 
been  distributed  to  the  Commissioners. 

On  motion  of  Wallace  Yardley,  seconded  by  Barry  Yardley,  Mark 
Lawrence  was  nominated  for  the  position  of  Moderator.  There  being 
no  other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Mark  Lawrence  was  declared 
duly  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Under  Article  1  -  On  motion  of  Wallace  Yardley,  seconded  by 
Bonnie  Descouteaux,  Barry  Yardley  was  nominated  for  three  years  as 
Commissioner  of  the  Precinct. 

On  motion  of  Bill  Hubbard,  seconded  by  Elizabeth  Colby,  A.C. 
Lerandeau  was  nominated  as  Commissioner  of  the  Precinct  for  three 
years.  An  election  was  held  and  A.C.  Lerandeau  was  elected 
Commissioner  of  the  Precinct  for  three  years  and  the  oath  of 
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office  was  administered. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Louise  Wright,  Irene 
Underwood  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  for  the  Precinct.  There 
being  no  other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Irene  Underwood  was 
declared  duly  elected  and  subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Robert  Cornwell, 
Elizabeth  Colby  was  nominated  Secretary  for  the  term  of  one  year. 
The  motion  carried  and  Elizabeth  Colby  was  duly  elected.  She 
subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Jim  Barnes,  Carl 
Snow  was  nominated  as  Auditor  for  the  term  of  one  year.  A  motion 
was  also  made  nominating  John  Billiel  as  Auditor  for  the  term  of 
one  year.  An  election  was  held  and  Carl  Snow  was  duly  elected. 
He  subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

Under  Article  2  -  The  budget  for  the  year  1991  was  read,  item 
by  item,  and,  on  motion  of  Bob  Cornwell,  seconded  by  Barry 
Yardley,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  budget  as  read. 
An  amendment  to  the  budget  adding  the  sum  of  $2500  for  a  water 
study  was  made  by  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Kenneth  P.  Colby, 
Jr..  The  amendment  was  passed  adding  the  sum  of  $2500  to  the 
budget  for  a  water  study.  The  total  budget,  $101,125  was  then 
voted  on  and  passed  by  a  majority  vote. 

On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Irene  Underwood, 
there  being  no  opposition,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  raise  by 
taxation  on  the  property  of  the  Precinct,  to  defray  expenses  of 
carrying  on  the  Precinct  business,  the  sum  of  $  27,300.00  subject, 
however,  to  State  approval. 

Under  Article  3  -  On  motion  of  Irene  Underwood,  seconded  by 
Wallace  Yardley,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  accept  the  Article  as 
read,  and  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  borrow  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Under  Article  4  -  On  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by 
Kenneth  P.  Colby,  Jr.,  the  motion  to  transact  any  other  business 
that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting  passed. 

Under  Article  5  -  On  motion  of  Barry  Yardley,  seconded  by 
Wallace  Yardley,  to  vote  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  borrow 
$35,000  for  the  purpose  of  a  study  of  a  private  supply  of  water 
for  the  precinct  was  defeated. 

Under  Article  6  -  On  motion  of  Wallace  Yardley,  seconded  by 
Barry  Yardley,  to  vote  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  shut  off 
hydrants  for  a  minimum  of  fire  protection  to  minimumize  money  paid 
to  Keene  on  hydrant  rental  charges  was  defeated. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting, 
on  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Mark  Lawrence  it  was 
unanimously  voted  to  adjourn.
